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The after final amendment filed on 12/03/03 cannot be entered since applicants' 
arguments are not found persuasive. Applicants argue that R1 of the reference can be 
heterocycle "bonded directly to the depicted S02" while applicants' compounds contain 
an alkylene group between R1 and the sulfur atom. A close look at applicants' most 
recent amendments filed 09/03/03 revealed R1 is defined as -(CH 2 ) h -aryl or -(CH 2 ) h -het 
wherein h is an integer from 0-6. According to this definition, R1 is directly linked to the 
sulfur atom when h is zero. The proviso at the end of claim 1 does not recite that R1 
cannot be aryl or het when h is zero. Since claim 1 imposes no restriction that R1 
cannot be directly bonded to the sulfur atom, the instant claim I is not patently 
distinguishable from the description of the reference compounds. Because applicants' 
arguments are not found persuasive in overcoming the 103 rejection, the present 
application cannot be placed in condition of allowance.
